This difference 
in taxation alone will represent more than 
twice the average annual profit of the com- 
panies for a period of the past ten years. 
Printing, stationery, wages, traveling ex- 
penses, loss adjustments and so on, have 
similarly increased. Losses also are being 
greatly increased by reason of increased 
cost to repair or replace.

Frank J: Resler, fielfi director for the de- 
partment of the southeast, of the library war 
council, appointed by the secretary of war, is 
in Atlanta for the purpose of working out 
plans. for the establishment of a library in 


every army cantonment in this department. 
The plan of the council contemplates that 
each cantonment shall have a library build- 
ing stocked with 10,000 volumes, selected by 
expert librarians, with the view of providing 
such books as will be of most interest and 
benefit to the men in the camps. 

The plan which Mr. Resler is forwarding in 
Atlanta is a part of a nation-wide scheme, 
sanctioned by the war department, to raise 
$1,000,000 to be used for the construction of 
library buildings and the purchase of books 
for every cantonment in the United States. It 
is tentatively understood that when such 
libraries have served their purpose in the 
cantonments they will follow the troops 
across the Atlantic. 

Mr. Resler will ask the assistance of Mayor 


Asa G. Candler, who is a member of the 
library war council, in working out the plans 
for this district, and for the state of Georgia 
in particular. The organization through which 
the campaign for raising the money and 
carrying out the other details of the echeme, 
contemplates a committee of ten for the de- 
partment, sub-committees of ten for each 
state in the department; subsidiary commit- 
tees of ten for each city or district, and so 
on down until the campaign becomes a matter 
of personal work. 

Dr. Thomas Owen, of Montgomery, Ala., di- 
rector of the Alabama state department of 
archives and history, has been selected as 
divisional director for the department of the 
southeast. Headquarters for this department 
will be located in Montgomery. 

The plans of the library war council will in 
no way interfere with the work which is 
already heing done in the matter of collecting 
books and magazines for the soldiers.

Russian Town Has Grown 
To City Since War Started 


Schlusselburg, a suburb of Petrograd 
where munitions workers are reported to 
have participated in a demonstration against 
the provisional government of Russia, is the 
subject of the following war geography bul- 
letin by the National Geographic So- 
ciety:

Now, as to Mr. Freeman's statement of 
any threat on the part of the property 
owners that injunctions would be secured 
to prevent him from widening Peachtree 
road, wish to say that Mr. Freeman is woe- 
fully mixed as to his facts. 

The facts are: That the property owners 
understanding that Mr. Freeman wanted to 
widen this road, asked him about .a week 
or ten days ago to meet them on Peachtree 
road at the end of the present car line in 
order to ascertain, if possible, from him 
what he wished to do. The property holders 
did not meet to discuss matters until their 
meeting with Mr. Freeman at this place 
and this was natural, because until they 
knew what Mr. Freeman wanted there was 
nothing for them to discuss.

(the road is now forty feet), in order for 
the*® Georgia Railway and Power company to 
put down a double track at some future 
date and he wanted to run one of these 
tracks next to the curbing on the right 
side of the road and the other track next to 
the curbing on the left side of the road, 
leaving the middle of the road open for ve- 
hicles. He stated that he wanted this done 
because he did not want to interfere with 
his present roadbed, which, to our mind, 
counded rather ridiculous, as we had been 
unable to find much roadbed out there and 
we believe those who are traveling out to 
Camp Gordon will find this to be the case. 


Objected to Plan. 


We all objected to this and frankly stated 
to him that we would not, under any con- 
ditions, consent for this to be done, as it 
would injure our property, in that it would 
prevent vehicles of any kind remaining sta- 
tionary in front of our houses on other 
houses to be built, but that if he would run 
the line down the middle of the road, as is 
the rest of the line, we thought fifty (50) 
feet would be wide enough for the road 
and we saw no reason why that could not 
be arranged satisfactorily. ‘ 

Commissioner Freeman wanted, if possi- 
ble, to secure ten (10) feet of the exten- 
sion on each side of the road rather than 
twenty (29) feet on one side, but in order 
to do this material damage would be done 
to some properties on each side of the road 
and it was impossible for any decision to be 
arrived at as to how such a program could 
be carried out and it was, therefore, sug- 
gested that under the law he had the right 
to condemn fifty (50) feet, which would 
give him ten (10) feet additional for his 
right-of-way and if he would condemn five 
(5) feet on each side no property owner 
woulde be discriminated against by him and 
the matter was ‘left in that condition for 
his consideration. 

Bear in mind, please, that this only hap- 
pened about eight days ago and even though 
his statement fin your paper were correct, 
we fail to see how the delay in building this 
extension could be put on our shoulders, 
which seems to be his object. 

These facts, we claim, substantiate with- 
out a question that the property owners are 
not responsible for the delay in building 
this extension and these facts will be sub-

‘Cotton Touches New Low Ground STOCKS DEPRESSED 


BRINGING SED TON 


Movement Is Beginning in 
South Georgia, and at First 
of Season Average Produc- 

tion Is Half Ton to 500- 
Pound Bale of Lint. 


Cotton seed are beginning to move in 
‘south Georgia. 
Buyers are paying an average of 
$60 a ton. 
| At the beginning of the season new 
‘green seed, rushed into the market, 


carry 10 per cent to 16 per cent moisture, 


land will average a half ton to the 500- 


pound bale of lint. The full season’s 
‘average, however, will be around 925 
pounds of seed to the 600-pound bale. 
' There are cotton farmers in the 
‘south today who have in Ptimes past 
‘sold their cotton at a price no greater 
‘per bale—with the seed as a waste 
,product—than the bulk cotton seed to- 
‘day are worth from a bale of the same 
iweight. 

Taking Wednesday’s average spot 
|market in the south at 25 cents 4 
pound as a basis, a 500-pound bale of 
cotton is worth in cash f. o. b. nearest 
cotton shipping point $125, and to this 
add $30 for one-half a ton of bulk 
seed, and the gross revenue from the 
one bale amounts to a total of $155. 

There is no fixed or exchange-quoted 
market on bulk cotton seed, as on the 
cotton seed products. Buyers at the 
various ginning points throughout the 
ibelt, either acting independently or as 
| representatives of cotton oil mills, fer- 
'tilizer plants or the larger brokerage 
‘houses, usually buy the seed for what 
ithey can get them for, in competition 
with other buyers on the market, and 
the proximity of oil mills or fertilizer 
plants regulate this price to some ex- 
tent. Cotton seed may be bringing $60 
‘a ton today at one ginning center in 
;south Georgia, for instance, and only 
‘$55 a ton at another ginning center 
iperhaps in the same vicinity. There is 
'a maximum price, however, to which 
‘the mills will go, regulated by the 
{prices of products, and brokers are 
regulated by this. Therefore, there is 
seldom a variation of more than $5 a 
ton for bulk seed, and the variation is 
usually limited to around $2 a ton, 

From time to time during the season 
‘The Constitution will quote the aver- 
lage price for bulk seed as of the day 
at Georgia centers.

SUNSHINE REPAIRING DAMAGE 
BY RECENT EXCESSIVE RAINS

An excellent corn crop 
IS assured;. peanuts, sweet potatoes, 
velvet beans, sugar cane and truck 
crops made good progress. Mead- 
ows and pastures are fine. Fall 
white potatoes are coming up nicely. 
Dry, warm, sunny weather is 
needed.
